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eAt anent Suſpenſions, Advocations and extrafling of Decreits before the Lords of 
Seſſion and inferior Fudicatories. 


ROrſameikill as the Lords of Counſell and Seſfion Taking in confideration how neceſſary it is for their information in the 
raſling of Suſpenſions, againſt the payment of liquidate ſums, That the decreets, regiſtrate bands,-and other grounds ofthe 
If letters and charges craved to be ſuſpended Be produced with the bill of ſuſpenſion, that both may be conſidered before the 
paſſing of Suſpenſion ; They do therefore hereby Appoint and Ordainthe Clerk of the bills preſent and to come, To offer 
| no Suſpenſion To be paſt againſt the payment of liquidat ſums To the Lords, nor to the ordinary Lord upon the bills, un- 
$ leſſe that with the bill of, Suſpenſion, he alſo produce the grounds forelaids whereupon the letters and charges are raiſed, 
mt W hich are deſired to be ſuſpended, To the effe& both the ground of the charge and reaſons of ſuſpenſion may be deliberate- 
FH ly and fully conſidered, and accordingly paſt or refuſed ; And the Lords declares that where the grounds of the charges or 
decreets before inferiour Judges, The ſuſpendarie in that caſe is only hereby holden either to produce the decreet or an in- 
ſtrumenr of refuſall thereof after deſire of the extract, and upon offer of the price therefore contained in the AR of Parlia- 
ment, And alsthe Lords Ordains that'ſuſpenſions of double poinding where there is no other reaſon But only granted upon conſignation, In which 
cafe of conſignation, And inall other ſuſpenſions where conſignation ſhall be made, The faids Lords declare the ſuſpendarie need not to produce the 
round of the charge, And in reſpect that ſuſpenſions intimes by-gone Has been uſually paſt, And may be ſo in time coming, By refering the reaſons 
thereof To the parties oathes wichour any farther verification, and yet notwithſtanding thereof at the calling and diſcuſſing of the ſuſpenſions, The ſul- 
pendary doth ſeldom infiſt upon the reaſons referred to the parties oathes the time ofche purchaſing of the ſuſpenſion, But commonly gives in eiket rea- 
ſons whereupon they inſiſt , Therefore the ſaids Lords finds and declares That where any reaſons one or more ſhall be inſerted in the Suſpention the 
time of the paſſing thereof, And then referred to the parties oathes, That the ſuſpender ſhall be aſtrited the time of the calling and reaſoning of 
the ſuſpentions , Eirſt to inſiſt uponthoſe reaſons referred to the parties oathes as ſaid is, And either to take their oathes thereupon being found relevant 
or elſe paſſe ſimpliciter from the ſaids reaſons, it the ſame ſhall not then inſtantly be verified by writ, And in caſe either the partie charger ſhall deniethe 
reaſon by his oath , or that the ſuſpender ſhall paſſe from the oath, And not then inſtantly verifie the reaſon by writ, In either of the which caſes The 
Lords declares that they will grant large expences againſt the ſuſpendars , And will ordain And hereby Ordains the ſum To be paid or conſigned before 
they will hear the ſuſpender upon any other of the reaſons of the ſuſpenſion, either libelled or eiked , except for ſick reaſons as the ſuſpender ſhall then 
inſtantly inſtru by write, AndtotheeffeR that no party ſuffer prejudice hereby as being igncrant of the AR and ordinance above written , The ſaids 
Lordsfor remeid hereof, findes and declares that this preſent Ac ſhall begin onely and take effeR, for theſe be ſouth the water of D/e upon the tenth day 
of February next, And fot theſe be north the ſame uponthe twenty fift day of February next tro come, Andin the mean time the aids Lords ordaines, 
Thar in the time of Seffion, No Lord paſſe any bills of ſuſpenſio vocation: Bur in the time of his own tower that he is upon the bills, And or- 
daines all ſuſpenſions and advocations that are or ſhall be paſt heEIſter, to beare the Lords name paflerthereot, And to bee inſertin the ſuſpenſion 
and advocation after thir words, Ex deliberatione dominorumzConſelii pgr .A:B : And thatthis may be punQually oblerved, The Lords diſcharges the keeper 
of the Signet, to fignetany ſuſpenſions and advocations that {h have the Lord paſſer thereot his name ſubjoyned thereto as ſaid is. And here- 
with alſo the ſaids Lords conſidering how parties are prejudged a ce fruſtrat by uptaking of the principal ſuſpenſious, or ofthe decreers and other 
orounds ſuſpendit after that the ſuſpenſion is once heard and dif PU AU #nter loquitor pronounced thereintill apon the hail reaſons, or any one of the 
ſamine reaſons, or upon any ſeveral] member thereof being re/eVaM perſe: They torpreventing hereof intime comming, doe hereby diſcharge the up- 
taking ofthe principall ſuſpenſions and decreets and grounds of rhe l=tters, ſuſpended by either ofthe parties, or by their Advocats their ſervants or 
Agents after {nterloquitor is pronouncedthereintil] as ſaid is, But ordaines the ſamineto remaine with the Clerk of the Proces for the finall deciſion of the 
cauſe, And notto be given up by the Clerks northeir ſervants as 1s betore diſcharged,except inthis caſe where the ſuſpenfions bears relaxation, or that 
the ſuſpendar have neceſlar ule of the principall ſuſpenſions, to inſtrutrhatthe (amine was raifed before he was denounced,or to ſhow thatthe charge is 
ſtanding ſuſpended: in whilk caſesthe principall ſuſpenſion may be given up, The uptaker alwayes producing ane juſt and authentick double of the ſul- 
penſion, and reaſons whereof, and the Clerk of the Proces writing the minutes and 7erloquitors of Proceſſe upon the foreſaid double ſo produced: 
W hilk incale of not reproduction of the principall, The Lords declares and ordaines co bee holden as the principall, And in place thereot for diſcuſ- 
ſing of the cauſe, with certification tothele who contraveins the ordinance above written, In giving or taking up ot the foreſaids ſuſpenſions or grounds 
of the charge (except in the caſe beforeexcepted,) The ſaids Lords will take their contempt and diſobedience in conſideration, and accordingly cenſure 
and puniſh the ſame, and proceed and miniſter juſtice inthe cauſes betwixt the parties as they ſhall findejuſt. 

' And farther the {aids Lords, taking likewiſe to their conſideration the great delay of juſtice with the prejudice that parties ſuſtains occaſioned by the 
extracting of decreits, both before themſelves and inferiour judicatories bearand the parties defenders, to bee abſent and not made compearandin 
the decreits, albeit they have beentruely comperand and proponand their defences in the hail or moſt part of the preceiding and former dyers of pro- 
cefle, and did only paſſe from their comparance at or before ſentence. The ſaids Lords for remeid hereof, and that it way be evident by the extracts of 
the decreitsto be given in time comming at what dyets of procesthe defender did compear , and how and when they paſt from their comperances, or- 
daines their own Clerks, and the whole Clerks of the inferior judicatories within the Kingdome,to write and marke in the records and minutes of the 
proceſle reſpeQive the times and dyets of the defenders comperance with what was then alledged and objected by them in the cauſe , and found by the 
judge therein, And at what dyct of the proceſſe they did paſs or deſiſt from their comperance,thereintill , And ordaines the faids Clerks roextrat 
the decreirs , tO be pronunced and given upon the foreſaids procefle, making mention inthe ſame decreit of the ſaids defenders their comperance inthe 

roceſle , it any was, and of the times and manner thereof, and whenand how they paſt or deſiſted from their ſaid comperance : And ordaines this to 
= inſert in every one of the {aids decreits in time comming, either at the comperance thereintil], or in the cauſe thereof, as the Clerks ſhall finde moſt for- 


mall , And that withouc inſerting inthe ſaids decreits of any of the defenſar or anſweres made inthe cauſe, Bur onely thetimes ofthe defenders compe- 
rance, and when they paſt or defiſted therefrom we ſupra. | 
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The whilk day this above written AG was publicklie read and intimate to the hail Advocates and Writers , they being all calltdis 
the inner houſe in preſence of the hail Lords : And the Lords Ordaines the ſame to be publiſhed at the Mercat cre of Edinburgh, and 
printed, to the effect that none pretend ignorance , Andto be regiſtrate in thety books of Sederunt.
